FORAGE HARVES

R. T. Clemo is wire chief of Glenn County, Calif, 
for The Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany.

COTTON WILL NOW HAVE some long-range pro- 
motion. The National Cotton Council 
agreed at its Houston meeting to direct 
marketing research and sales promotion 
for the Department of Agriculture under 
Public Law 480. Part of the foreign cur- 
rencies obtained from the sale of surplus 
commodities can be used for promotion 

of the products abroad. The council plans 
to do the same sort of selling job for 
cotton in other parts of the world that it 
has done in the United States. Long-range 
view is that the more cotton used in the 


world, the more we can export. 














IT WAS NO SHOCK when the Secretary of Agri- 
culture said that the Department could 

not support a reguest for increased cotton 
acreage this year. It did not, however, 
remove the pressures exerted on Congress 
by small farmers who feel that the alloca- 
tions have been unfair. Congress will 
make an effort to pass some sort of law. If 
it does no more than raise the minimum to 
four acres--which would take less than 1/2 
million extra acres--the Department will 
not oppose it. Neither will it support it. 


Hopes are slight for passage. 


PRODUCER GROUPS are fighting to make sus- 
tained production at a reasonably high level 
& matter of national policy. They want 
to avoid the years of feast and famine in 
acreage allotments. They suggest we serve 
notice on the rest of the world that our 
cotton exports should be at least 5 million 
bales a year--and make it plain that every 
effort wiil be made to sell that amount, 
even if the cotton has to be dumped at 
world prices--which no one, including the 
producer, wants. Groups also want the 
United States to stop promoting the growth 
of cotton in foreign countries and to in- 
Sist that when the world supply is excessive 
all countries--not just the United States-- 
take acreage cuts. The move is meeting 
opposition from some parts of the industry. 























USDA TALKS hopefully of increasing cotton 
allotments by some 20 percent in 1956. 
Whole question depends on 1955 yields and 
exports and prospects for exports and do- 
mestic consumption next year. Thinking now 
is that acreage allotted will produce in 
excess of 12 million bales--too close to 
present estimated offtake for comfort. If 
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minimum acreage is in force again in 1956-- 
the acreage necessary to produce 10 mil- 
lion bales at average yields--then acreage 
allotted will be cut again to something 
Slightly over 17 million. This is because 
the record yields of 1953 and 1954 will be 
figured in the average. The farmer is

WATCH DEVELOPMENT of feud between State 
and Agriculture Departments over disposal 
of surpluses. Charges are flying that 
State, in keeping with world policy, has 
discouraged the buying of American farm 
products and recommended buying products 
from competing countries. Charges also 
are that State has held lid on surplus 
disposal plans under Public Law 480. Pres- 
sures are mounting on White House to place 
Agriculture in charge of whole program, 
thus preventing State veto. It seems on 
the way despite protests by State. Then 
Congress will increase funds available for 
surplus disposal. Pressure already has 
compelled State to relax and approve some 
authorizations--although reluctantly. Yu- 
goslavia is getting 50,000 bales; Japan, 
175,000. Negotiations are under way for 
another 275,000 bales and announcement of 


approval is expected soon. 


THE 1955 COTTON LOAN will be at the highest 
level on record. The January parity of 
35.22 cents will be used for the base for 
the minimum loan under the 90-percent-of- 
parity program. The 35.22 cents represents 
the parity for 7/8-inch cotton. The aver- 
age difference between 7/8- and 15/16-inch 
was 165 points when figuring the 1954-55 
loan. For the 1955 loan the differences so 
far have averaged about 180 points and 
have been widening. Look for a minimum loan 
of 33.50 cents for Middling 15/16-inch cot- 
ton. The average in 1064-6 was 55.25 cents. 











LOAN ON 1954 COTTON will be extended for an- 
other year, just as the loans on the 1952 
and 1953 crops were extended. The loans on 
1953 cotton will be called next Aug. 1. 
Farmers should bear this in mind when con- 
Sidering offers to buy equities. The 1955 
cotton will not be pooled and any profits 
that come from its sale after August 1 will

is DEEP? 


HREE things are important in the 
use of fertilizer if you're to get 
the most from it: First, you need the right 
kind; second, the right amount. And third, 
you've got to put it where it will do the most 


Recent tests have demonstrated that the 
last of these—placement—is very important. 
They indicate that we may be better off in 
some cases by burying plant food deeper than 
in the past—some of these may one day prove 
it's wise to fertilize subsoils as far down as 
24 inches from the surface (especially with 
lime). However, results so far indicate that 
subsoil fertilizing will help little until topsoil 
needs are well taken care of. For the time 
being, you're safe to concentrate on your top 
8 inches of dirt. 

Fertilizer gives best results with most row 
crops, and endangers plant roots least, if 
placed in bands 2 or 3 inches to the side of 
seed and about 3 inches below. That's the best 
thumb rule to follow. When it is down where 
the soil is slow to dry-——4 to 5 inches or deep- 
er—fertilizer is in contact with moisture 
throughout a normal season. Tests with pea- 
nuts in the Coastal Plains may prove that 
highest yields result when the plant food is 
fully 8 inches deep. Current recommendation 
from Tifton, Ga., is 7 to 8 inches, 

With pasture crops, little advantage has 
been detected in placing fertilizers below es- 
tablished sods. Results are just as good with 
top dressing. However, experiments on Cecil 
clay loam in South Carolina gave better 
growth of alfalfa where phosphate (and lime) 
was placed 8 inches deep ahead of seeding— 
as compared to 3-inch placement. For most 
broadcast seeding, mixing fertilizer in the top 
3 inches of soil is recommended. 

Fertilizers are successfully mixed with soil 
of the planting furrow or bed where a light

application is used, but if making a heavy 
application without tools for accurate band 
placement, you'll find it best to broadcast 
part of it, working it into the soil; then mix 
the rest into the furrow. Even this is not as 
good as correct placement in relation to seed. 
Depths shown on the rule at right are not 
cut-and-dried recommendations. Your depth 
may vary with soil type and planting practices. 
Planting depth determines fertilizer depth. 


Side Spacing Important Too 

Don't forget lateral placement of plant 
food. The phosphate in fertilizers moves little 
in the soil. Nitrogen and potash move up 
and down, but only moderately from side to 
side. If you put down heavy applications of 
nitrogen and potash directly under the seed, 
and rainfall is light, these elements may get 
up into the root zone to damage young plants 
—-whereas the same amount placed 2 inches 
to the side would promote growth safely. 

Nitrogen fertilizers broadcast on the sur- 
face after crops get a start give you good 
results—if you get moisture. But it helps to 
stir them into the soil. And for best results, 
rain or shine, drill them 4 to 5 inches deep 
at the side of the row. 

With gaseous forms of fertilizer, now com- 
ing into much wider use, it is even more im- 
portant to get materials down to the right 
place. These need to be at least 6 inches deep 
and to the side of seed or plants for row 
crops—and for small grains and meadow 
grasses it still must be down six inches. (Use 
applicator with knives 24 inches apart.) 

Special equipment is necessary for use of 
gaseous fertilizers—and with liquid fertilizers 
except where it is in irrigation water. You 
may need some additional equipment for 
placing other fertilizer exactly where you want 
it. But you'll find it pays off.

for IRRIGATION 


; AYBE you're lucky. Maybe you can irrigate from a 

good dependable supply of water, available when 
you need it, located so that you can get it onto your crops 
without much equipment and labor. If you have such an 
opportunity, make the most of it. 

Chances are, you won't be so lucky—because your irri- 
gation setup probably will be one of your biggest invest- 
ments. Planning and installing it is no job for an amateur 
The right kind of irrigation system should soon pay for 
itself; the wrong kind could be worthless. It doesn't make 
sense to gamble on such a big investment. 

That's why any irrigation system has to be tailor-made. 
Be sure you or your equipment dealer know what you're 
doing when you plan your system. If there’s any doubt, 
call on your local Soil Conservation District office or state 
Don't take chances on getting a system 


irrigation specialist 
that won't do the job 

Your system must be planned for the amount of water 
The well, pond or stream that seemed to have 


available. 


How to choose it 


plenty of water during wet weather can run dry in a hurry 
when you start pumping from it steadily. Better plan to 
irrigate fewer acres with a smaller, less expensive syStem 
than to run out of water when you need it most. A well 
qualified dealer or specialist can study your situation; figure 
things such as drawdown, acre-feet and pressure head losses; 
and estimate how many acres you can expect to irigate, 
Then he can help you figure the size and kind of pump, 
pipe and sprinkler heads that will do the job best 

Different conditions require diflerent kinds of equipment 
A system that works well on your neighbor's farm might 
not do the job for you at all. There are dozens of different 
kinds of sprinkler heads, for example, each designed for a 
purpose. In windy areas, closer spacing of heads is necessary 
to get uniform distribution 

Whether you use sprinkler or surface irrigation, there 
are a lot of things that make a difference in the results you 
get—soil types and depth, crop requirements, number of 
times you want to irrigate, slope and elevation of land and 





Among newest aids to easier surface irri- 
gation are canvas pipe, shown here, 
and plastic tubing. Both adapt to diffi- 
cult conditions and save labor in trans- 
porting and in weed controL 
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Here's one of the simplest irrigation systems: a portable gasoline engine and 
pump which can be set near any good pond or stream to carry water by suction 
to pump and by pressure to field. Size of pump needed depends on height from 
water level to field level, length and size of piping or tubing, and volume of 
water required during period of peak demand, 
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Type and spacing of sprinkler heads depend on conditions.

evaporation loss. There's a lot of difference, too, in the 
amount of water your pump will deliver when the water 
level is high at the beginning of the season and when it's 
low later on. Any system must be planned with these con- 
ditions in mind if it’s to be satisfactory 

Don’t pinch pennies, Get the best buy you can, but 
don't accept inferior or inadequate equipment just because 
it’s cheaper. It’s false economy if it keeps you from getting 
water onto your crops at the critical stage. 

An extra investment to get more than the minimum equip- 
ment can be a “must” if you're short on labor or water. 
Canvas, metal, asbestos-cement or plastic pipe or concrete- 
lined ditches can be a lot cheaper than graded earth ditches 
if they spread out precious water farther, or if they give 
you more time to get water distributed over more acres when 
you're rushed. Couplings, sprinkler heads and pipe de- 
signed for easier handling will be cheaper in the long run 
if they help you finish a watering job you otherwise might 
not have time to do.

Which kind of engine? [t takes some wise planning to get 
the best engine or motor for your pump, too Maybe an 
electric motor is your best bet for pumping power, if there's 
an available power supply line adequate to handle the load 
Your electric power company may have to make special 
arrangements to supply you, and will probably make a spe 
cial minimum yearly rate. Better make sure they can supply 
you, and better make sure you're getting the right size motor 
and the right kind of installation. An overloaded motor 
won't last long 

On maybe an engine using natural gas, butane, diesel 
fuel or gasoline would be cheaper and better for your 
pumping job. Each has its advantages in certain areas 
Better investigate them all before you decide

Why have push-button rain? 


Forty inches of rain a year is not always as important as 
2 inches of water when you need it. If irrigation can give 
you “rainfall” at the right time, it can make you a profit. 
And that’s your only excuse for buying equipment, 

Some agriculturists say you can use irrigation like a spare 
tire on your automobile. Actually, if the only time you use 
it is when severe drouth is about to wipe you out, it may be 
more like keeping a spare car in the garage. It's pretty ex- 
pensive equipment to lie around waiting for disaster to 
strike. So the smart farmer is figuring what irrigation can 
do for him in so-called normal years. 

What can it do? Why do geologists and engineers say the 
humid South will really come into her own when irrigation 
reaches its fullest potential in the industry? Why can't we 
make good crops without irrigation on 40-odd inches of rain? 

The answer is simple—distribution. 

Dr. Ivan Weod (Federal irrigation specialist at Denver, 
Colorado, and leading authority on the subject) says there 
have been only two years in the past 25 when irrigation 
would not have helped in the South during part of the crop- 
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ping season. Other reports bear this out. Distribution con 
sidered, we rarely have what we like to think of a 
year. Only irrigation can replace our series of wet and dry 
spells with equalized distribution 

In 1954, yields of seed cotton at Stoneville, Mi were 
increased by 1,000 pounds per acre with irrigation. In ‘53 the 
increase was 700 pounds. At Mississippi State College, corn 
yields were upped 20 bushels per acre in 1952 (a wet year) 
30 bushels per acre in 1954 (a dry year), Temporary grazing 
on sudan and millet has jumped as much as 20 tons of green 
matter per acre when irrigated. And many cow-days of 
grazing have been added to permanent pasture 

While some yield increases may leave a small profit margin 
after cost of irrigation, others leave a wider margin. Net 
profit on irrigation for tomatoes has been figured at $157.50 
per acre—for snap beans, $268.21 per acre 

But don't count on an increase like that. Before going in 
for push-button rain, figure what it will do for your crop

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TIME IS AT HAND WHEN CHEMICAL CULTIVATION CAN KEEP YOUR CROPS 


“Too clean to plow’

Farmers ready to cut down on hand and machine 
work in row crops may soon find that chemicals 
make it possible to hang up the hoe and park 
the plow through most of the growing season 

It is well established that 2.4-D can save a corn 
crop grown up in weeds—many farmers are using 
this chemical regularly in corn. There are at least three 
chemicals that control peanut weeds, in pre-emergence treat 
ment, with reduced cultivation cost and higher vields than 
mechanically cultivated acreage. And in cotton, the crop 
that calls for most hoeing, chemical weed controls offer even 
more advantages-—they increased yields and lowered culti 
vation cost in many 1954 tests 

Chemical controls for annual grasses and broad-leaf weeds 
in cotton are successful when applied over the row as seed 
are planted (pre-emergence treatment). The planting bed 
is made as usual, but finished broad and smooth with about 
? inches rise. Seed do better if planted in hills 

Rate of application is about one gallon of solution per 
acre for each one inch of band treated (concentration for 
different chemicals vary)

Don’t Be Surprised if wheat quotas for 195¢ 
are voted down by growers. Confidential 
reports show a trend away from guotas, voted 
for 1955 by only 72 percent of the growers.

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Cheap fence 
that stays put 


THe Johnson brothers, beef cattle- 
men of Jackson County, were among 
the first farmers in Georgia to try multi- 
flora rose for fencing. They like it be- 
cause it costs little, it does the job, and 
from all appearance will be everlasting 
This fence, planted three years ago, 
will hold anything but an excited sow, 
explains Joe Johnson (shown in pic- 
ture) 

The rose briar fence is simply 
planted alongside your old fence and 
weeded a little until vines get a start. 
They do the rest. Only maintenance 
necessary is to clip vines spreading 
into the field. And mowing takes 
care of this task in pastures. 


Are your hogs 
dirty as pigs? 


If you have the idea that a hog is 
just naturally dirty and has a special 
preference for mud wallows, dirty 
pens and troughs, stagnant drinking 
water, and swampy pastures—you're 
wrong. And even if hogs did go for 
them, these things cause wormy pigs 
and filth-born diseases. 

Instead of that method, why not 
follow these rules and raise some 
healthy pigs? 1. Avoid small, crowd- 
ed, filthy quarters; 2. Provide well- 
drained lots—drain or fill stagnant 
wallows and mud holes; 3.

Enterotoxemia— 
feeder lamb disease 


IEENTEROTOXEMIA, commonly 
called “overeating disease” or “pulpy 
kidney disease,” is a disease affecting 
young sheep— it seldom attacks other 
animals. Feeder lambs are most often 
affected because they eat rich feeds— 
which make a good environment for 
the bacteria. 

The organism is frequently found in 
the soil, and is, therefore, also found 
in the intestines of normal sheep. Un- 
der ideal conditions it will grow and 
multiply very rapidly and invade the 
cells lining the small intestine. They 
produce a deadly toxin which is ab- 
sorbed from the intestine, and usually 
produces death in the lambs. 

Symptoms of the disease are hard 
to detect, for the animals die very 
suddenly. A disturbance to the cen- 
tral nervous system, such as circling 
or pushing the head against some- 
thing, or throwing the head back are 
occasionally observed. Diarrhea may 
also occur Death usually occurs 
within 12 hours. Lambs seldom re- 
cover once they are affected 

To control this disease, sheep own- 
ers should have each crop of feeder 
lambs and range lambs over one month 
of age vaccinated with Clostridium 
perfringens Type D bacterin. 

When outbreaks occur treat all 
lambs with Clostridium perfringens 
Type D antitoxin. This will prevent 
further losses. Then, two weeks later 
vaccinate them for permanent protec- 
tion. Suckling lambs may be given 
antitoxin until old enough for vac- 
cination.

My calf has a nasal discharge, 
though there doesn’t seem to be any- 
thing else wrong with him. What is 
this and how can I treat it?

Nasal discharge is an indication of 
a respiratory infection. If it gets severe 
enough the calf will eventually get 
pneumonia. The antibiotics or sulfa 
drugs are very effective, but I do not 
suggest their use unless the animal has 
a fever. If rectal temperature is above 
101.5 degrees, your calf should be 
treated.

WATER and fertilizers saved the 
basic herd on the Ray Metzgers’ farm 
in the Brady community, Arkansas. A 
five-acre plot of good green grazing 
(with some aid from unirrigated acre- 
age) enabled Ray to carry 55 head of 
beef cattle from July through Septem- 
ber without buying feed. Although 
the plot was heavily overgrazed, his 
cattle came through in good condition 
and wintered well. This is the pro- 
gram he followed 

In late January, 1954, Mr 
applied 250-300 pounds of 
fertilizer on Bermuda sod 
been with rye grass and 
reseeding crimson clover. A five-acre 
block near the creek yielded 644 bales 
of hay when cut in early April. It was 
browning by late June. In July, he 
applied 35 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre to this block and installed a small 
sprinkler system. [Irrigation from a 
nearby creek then started. But water 
in the creek was low and only 1% 
acres could be watered each day. In 
early August, Mr. Metzgey applied 45 
more pounds of nitrogen per acre 
Watering and grazing continued until 
mid-September when the five

**BDEAD GERM” sorghum grain 
which can't germinate—has little sale 
value for commercial use by mills 
Both “dry dead” germ grain (germ 
destroyed by hot air drying) and “wet 
dead” germ grain (germ destroyed by 
heating in storage, due to high mois- 
ture content) are useful as livestock 
feed, however 

Feeding values of live germ, wet 
dead germ and dry dead germ sorghum 
grain were compared in recent feeding 
trials at the Texas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Beeville. Steers 
fed either wet or dry dead germ sor- 
ghum grain gained better than steers 
fed live germ (undamaged) grain 

The amount of grain required to 
produce a pound of gain, and the 
total cost of feed per steer, was 
slightly higher for the lots of steers on 
dry dead germ grain rations, and still 
higher with wet dead germ grain, The 
superior gains and finish of the lots 
receiving dead germ grain partly offset 
this disadvantage, however. Final sell- 
ing prices showed a slight net advan- 
tage for the steers fed dry dead germ 
grain over those fed live germ grain 

The Beeville tests showed that- the 
amount of sorghum grain necessary to 
produce a pound of beef depends upon 
the amount of heating in storage. The 
greater the damage to the grain, the 
more it takes to produce gain. Ap- 
parently, the final profit advantage in 
feeding dead germ grain could depend 
upon how much cheaper it is 

Feed costs were lower for all lots 
of steers receiving silage 
as the only roughage, but higher sell- 
ing price of stwers fed silage plus al- 
falfa hay more than offset the saving.

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Let's sell 
better wool 


By Bob Nichols 


WT MAKES sense any year to mar- 
ket the best wool clip you can. This 
year, it's more important than ever, 
if you take advantage of the new Gov- 
ernment wool price support plan 

Under the new incentive payment 
program, you sell your wool on the 
unsupported market. When you ap- 
ply for subsidy payment, you report 
the price you received. Sometime 
after the end of the 1955 wool mar- 
keting season, you'll receive a pay- 
ment based on the difference between 
the national average market price and 
the national average support price of 
62 cents a pound, Your subsidy will 
be a certain percentage of the market 
price you received. The higher your 
selling price, the higher your subsidy. 

Besides making it important to 
shop for the best possible market for 
your wool, the new plan makes it 
doubly important to prepare the high- 
est quality wool clip possible. Prop- 
erly prepared wools generally bring 
a market premium of 2 to 4 cents 
per pound. Wools from areas which 
have a reputation for good prepara- 
tion of clips sell best at terminal mar- 
kets. And, with a surplus possible at 
wool markets this year, poor quality 
fleeces may be very difficult to sell 

New Mexico A&M suggests these 
steps in better preparation of the wool 
clip: 


1. Have a reliable shearing crew. 
It doesn't take much skill to ect the 
wool off the sheep, but it takes plenty 
of know-how to get the clip in best 
condition. 


2. Shear on boarded floors or ce- 
ment. Ficcces are usually dirty enough 
already; don't make them worse. It's 
worthwhile to take some time to build 
special equipment for handling sheep 
so fleeces can't get dirty 


3. Take time to handle each fleece 
properly. Tie the flesh side of the 
fleece out. Use paper string. Roll the 
fleece so neck and shoulder wool are 
draped outside. 


4. Use the right equipment for tie- 
ing and sacking. Makeshift sacking 
and tieing are poor economy. Don't 
pack more than 200-225 pounds of 
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wool per 6-foot bag. Protect packed 
wool bags—roll them on boards or 
tarping and keep them clean and dry 
until delivery. 


5. Grade and separate wools, cither 
on the sheep before shearing or in 
the fleece. Bag long and short wool, 
and fine and coarse grades separately 


6. Bag and label “scraps” and in- 
ferior wool separately. Keep out 
black wool, seedy and burry wool, 
lamb fleeces and wod. it 
doesn't take much of these wools in 
a few fleeces to result in price dis- 
counts for the entire bag. And keep 
black-face wools separate from other 
fleeces.

7. Label bags carefully. 
name and address, wool type, 
and grade, and number of fleeces on 
all bags. Keep a record for yourself 
of your bag weights and numbers 

It’s too late to do much about burrs 
in the fleeces. But notice how many 
burrs your fleeces have when you're 
shearing. Then remember later on to 
try to keep sheep away from burrs 
even if it means extra work. It’s worth 
it; burrs probably lower fleece values 
as much as anything else.

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A new and better ealf pen 


This farmer improved the portable model 


HE dairyman whose calves are 

saddied with poor living quarters 
may well take some tips from Ivy 
Wilson, of near Wetumpka, Ala. about 
the use of portable pens. 

Now in his third year of dairy farm- 
ing, Wilson thinks the portable pen 
idea is one of the best things that has 
happened lately in dairying. He not 
only adopted the portable pen plan— 
he improved it. 

Using his carpentry talents, the 
farmer eliminated the four hinges on 
each end of the pen and replaced the 
hinges with bolts, making the struc- 
ture sturdier and easier to move. One 
person can easily dismantle his model 
for storage or hauling by simply re- 
moving the bolts. 

Another improvement Mr. Wilson 
takes pride in is his pen’s detachable 
half-top (see picture). Constructed 
from 2 x 2 lumber and corrugated tin, 
the top is hinged to the rear of the 
stall. Hinges have removable pins for 
easy dismantling. A 1 x 6 inch board 
nailed to the front of the top keeps 
it elevated—water drains off easily. 
And the | x 6 is notched to fit the sides 
of the pen and prevent bowing. This 
corrects another disadvantage of the 
original design. 

After lumber is sawed into dimen- 


Ivy Wikon of Wetumpka, Alabama, 
likes the portable pen method of rais- 
ing calves. Here he shows how the 


sion and before it is nailed and bolted 
together, treat all surfaces with a good 
wood preservative and put on two 
coats of outside paint to lengthen the 
life of your pen. 

With eight of these modified pens, 
Wilson easily handles calves from 35 
cows. And he hasn't had a sick calf 
since he started using them over a 
year ago. “Even if you only raised 
one calf, then threw the pen away, 
you'd get your money’s worth,” he de- 
clares. Each pen costs about $10, not 
including labor. 

Calves go to the pens when 3 days 
old and stay until they are 4 months 
old, During this span the future milk- 
ers get a liquid ration twice daily 
early morning and late afternoon. 
Ration is powdered milk and water. 
They also get a portion of calf starter 
each day, and as they grow, they get 
more and more dry feed with the same 
portion of milk. 

When calves leave the pens, the 
heifers spend their next few months 
in a calf pasture where they are fed 
a ration of 2 parts of oats, | part 
shelled corn, and | part dry and fresh- 
ening supplement. Syrup is sprayed 
on this mixture at a rate of 10 pounds 
per 100 pounds of feed.

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How to use 
silage conditioners 


W HEN silage was being made al- 
most entirely of corn or corn and 
sorghum, conditioners were hardly 
ever used. In recent years, however, 
with more silage made of grass, grass 
and legumes and legumes alone, you 
are more apt to need a conditioner 
to get top-quality feed 

Some farmers have become used to 
using conditioners regularly in mak- 
ing grass and legume silage—even if 
weather is fair at silage-making time. 
Actually, if you have fair weather and 
can reduce moisture to 60 to 70 per- 
cent at the time feed goes into the 
silo, you don't need it. It's when the 
weather is bad, and you are forced 
to put up forage with high moisture, 
that a conditioner does most good 
Here are some good ones to use: 

Black strap molasses has been used 
as a conditioner longer than most 
materials. If the moisture in the crop 
(when brought to the silo) is 80 to 85 
percent, mix 100 pounds of molasses 
into each ton of forage. If the mois- 
ture is 80 percent, use 80 pounds 
if it is 70 percent or under, none is 
needed, although some farmers use 
60 pounds anyway. 

Ground ear corn or other ground 
grain serves as a conditioner if well 
mixed with the chopped forage at the 
silo. With moisture at 80 to 85 per- 
cent, use 300 pounds of grain. With 
moisture at 75 percent, use 200 
pounds. If 70 percent or lower, no 
conditioner is needed. (Some farmers 
use 100 pounds per ton.) 

Sulfur dioxide gas injected into 
chopped forage at the rate of 5 pounds 
per ton is another good conditioner 
But be sure to use the right technique 
to avoid injury to the operator or 
getting too much gas in the forage 

Sodium meta-bisulfite has been used 
as a conditioner by USDA scien- 
tists at Beltsville. It is fed through a 
hopper into chopped forage at the 
blower at the rate of 9 pounds per ton 

To test moisture in silage, compress 
a ball of the chopped forage jn your 
hand for 20 or 30 seconds. If it holds 
its shape and leaves considerable juice 
in the hand when you release it, it has 
over 75 percent. Less juice means 70 
to 75 percent. If the ball falls slowly 
apart, and leaves no juice, moisture is 
60 to 70 percent. If it falls apart 
rapidly, moisture is below 60 percent.

Feed for control of 
milk fever 


Feeding a low-calcium and high- 
phosphorus diet to cows during the 
last month before calving, effectively 
prevents milk fever. The ratio should 
be about 1 part calcium to 3.3 parts 
of phosphorus. The relationship of 
these minerals to milk fever was dis- 
covered by the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

When the cow is on a ration of hay, 
silage, and grain, the relationship of 
the calcium and phosphorus can be 
fairly well calculated by use of scales 
and a book on feeds and feeding. The 
trouble is, when a cow gets most of 
her ration from pasture, the propor- 
tions cannot be so readily determined 
or controlled. 


Time out for cows 


Give your dairy cow a good vaca- 
tion between lactation periods. She 
needs 6 to 8 weeks of rest, good care 
and a balanced ration, says R. E. 
Burleson, Extension dairyman from 
Texas. 

He points out that a cow should 
recover from heavy milk production, 
build a calf and store reserve for her 
next lactation period during her dry 
period. She should have access to a 
good pasture; otherwise, hay or silage 
should be fed liberally. The amount 
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of grain fed will depend on the con- 
dition of the cow. But generally, ac- 
cording to Burleson, the same amount 
of grain can be fed to dry animals as 
to milking cows. If the cow is fed 
well during her dry period, she will 
often produce 25 percent more milk 
during her lactation period. 


$100 more per acre 


Experiments in Tennessee have 
demonstrated the value of pasture irri- 
gation for areas of higher rainfall. 
Tests compared irrigated pastures in 
orchard grass, alfalfa, and ladino 
clover with unirrigated pastures. Both 
were fertilized at equal rates. The 
irrigated pastures produced $100 more 
per acre than the unirrigated 

The average cost per year to irrigate 
with 20 inches of water was $49.64 
per acre. Irrigated pastures produced 
an increase of $388.78 per acre as 
compared with $289.10 for unirri- 
gated, making net increase $99.68 
per acre. Irrigated pastures produced 
257 cow-days of grazing as compared 
with 176 days of unirrigated pastures. 
Irrigated pastures produced 12,520 
pounds of milk and 523 pounds of 
butter fat per acre. Unirrigated pas- 
tures produced 8,019 pounds of milk 
and 354 pounds of butterfat.

Build a silage carrier 
from oil barrels 


Here's an. easy-to-build silage car- 
rier, made by splitting a few oil bar- 
rels down the center and tying them 
together in a wooden frame. This 
carrier was built by J. V. Brian in 
Hopkins County, Texas. Brian de- 
cided to feed silage in the pasture in- 
stead of having to clean up and scatter 
manure from around permanent silage 
feeders. The frame you see above is 
so constructed that it can be raised 
and lowered with the tractor power lift. 
The barrels may be left in the pas- 
ture, or they can be overturned with 
the power lift, and by pushing the 
frames along the ground the silage 
can be spread on the pasture for the 
cattle to eat. The only hand labor 
required is in filling the barrels at 
the silo. — A. B. Kennerly.

Gordon setters come back 


[ve Gordon setter is coming back 
into prominence as a hunting dog 
and field trial performer. These black 
and-tan setters of Scotch origin were 
once quite popular among bird hunt- 
ers in various sections of the United 
States, but for some reason, like their 
close relative the Irish setter, their 
popularity waned 

Radical changes in agricultural prac- 
tices over the past two decades have 
driven most of our upland game birds 
to heavier The average bird 
hunter of today must look for his game 
in more thickly wooded territory than 
he used to when farmers left more 
game cover afield. This especially ap 
plies to bobwhite hunters. The Gordon 
setter is normally a close and careful 
worker—more so than most of our 


cover.

Outboard motors 


One of our farmer-fishermen friends 
recently said, “My outboard motor 
is one of my most important pieces 
of fishing equipment, but for any- 
thing but fishing I wouldn't give you 
50 cents for the best outboard made.” 
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A lot of folks share his sentiments. 
Most of our modern fishing calls for 
the use of outboard motors but not 
many real fishermen care anything 
about burning up the waters with 
high powered outboard jobs. 

More than two fishermen in the 
average fishing boat is too many. A 
3 to 5S horsepower outboard motor is 
sufficient for nearly all fishing in most 
of our fresh water fishing areas. They 
are lighter to handle, require consider- 
ably less fuel, take up less hauling 
space, do the job adequately and 
operate more smoothly at slow trolling 
and casting speeds. Larger motors 
throttled down to slow speeds over a 
period of several hours, are far more 
apt to foul up plugs and cause trouble. 
That's why a lot of fishermen are trad- 
ing their larger outboard motors for 
3 and 5 horsepower jobs 


Fishermen's Knots 


Fishermen are often puzzled over 
the proper knot to use for attaching 
leaders, lures, hooks, etc. There are 
dozens of good knots but here are 
some old stand-bys: 


Jam Hitch. A good knot for attach- 
ing flyline to leader loop. Drawing 
shows how to tie.

Tucked Sheet Knot. Good knot for 
attaching flyline to leader loop or for 
attaching casting line to hook snell. 


Turle Knot. Good knot for attaching 
hook, fly or spinner to leader.

What are we 
Waiting for? 


THe hybrid corns are moving into 
the South all right—but not fast 
enough. If adapted hybrids can sur- 
pass our best open pollinated varieties 
with yield increases of 15 to 25 per- 
cent-—and it is well proved that they 
do—then why is nearly half the corn 
planted in the South still the old field 
type? 

Last year, Texas Hybrid No. 26 out- 
yielded open pollinated Surecropper by 
42 percent. In Alabama and Missis- 
sippi, Dixie (hybrid) No. 33 produced 
33 percent more than Mosby—an old 
stand-by for that area. 

In the great corn belt of this coun- 
try, Illinois and Iowa plant 100 per- 
cent of the corn acreage in hybrids; 
Indiana and Ohio plant 99.5 percent; 
Wisconsin plants 97.5 percent—and in 
1953 (up at the northern edge of the 
belt) had an average yield of 58 bush- 
els per acre. 

Last year, Kentucky was highest in 
the South with 91 percent of its corn 
acreage in hybrids; Virginia was sec- 
ond with 89 percent. Oklahoma and 
West Virginia had 77.5 percent; Ar- 
kansas, 74; Texas, 72; Alabama and 
Florida, 58; Georgia, 52; Louisiana, 
North and South Carolina, 46; and 
Mississippi, 44 percent.

erage of the plants. If there's enough 
moisture to keep the plant growing 
after defoliation, better use one of the 
effective new chemicals that prevent 
regrowth along with the defoliant, or 
instead of it. (Watch for more in- 
formation on defoliation in a later 
issue Of FARM AND RANCH.) 

For stripper harvesting, wait until 
the leaves have dropped from the de- 
foliant action, or until they are dry 
enough to crumble. Don't get in a 
hurry to get into the field too soon; 
you'll lose too much cotton. Never 
Start stripping until the lint, bolls and 
leaves still on the plants are com- 
pletely dry 

There's probably no such thing as 
100 percent efficiency of harvesting 
machine operation, but it's worth try- 
ing to set the machine as near to it as 
The stripper should be set 
to get every boll possible without 
stripping bark off stalks 

Don't try to get 3,000 pounds of 
stripped cotton into a 2,000-pound-ca- 
pacity blower on the 
stripper, and have a trailer big enough 
to hold the cotton without tramping 
Tramping can reduce a bale of cotton 
one full grade, and that can mean a 
loss of $5 to $15 a bale 

When the load is ready to go, one 
of the best investments you can make 
is a tarpaulin. It will prevent cotton 
blowing off on the way to the gin 
and will avoid a possible wetting on 
the gin yard. It could pay for itself 
in one trip —Bob Nichols.

Irrigation 
for strawberries 


BDROUTH hit hard in 1953 and 
1954, but Irvin Fly, of Milan, Ten 
nessee, was a happy strawberry grow 
er through it all. During the searing 
drouth of August and September, 
1953, he made one of the best straw- 
berry crops ever produced in his area. 
From 4.7 acres of new and old straw- 
berry plants he produced a total of 
1,295 crates per acre of top-quality 
fruit. 

He watered the berries four times, 
putting on a total of 5 inches of wa- 
ter—enough to carry the plants 
through the most critical period of 
the growing season. While most of 
his neighbors’ fields were losing up 
to 90 percent of the plants, Fly's beds 
stayed green and vigorous. His ayer- 
age yield of 276 twenty-four-quart 
crates per acre was the highest in West 
Tennessee. 

Fly’s source of water is a half-acre 
pond near the house. He uses about 
1,000 feet of 4-inch pipe, and a pump 
of about 250-gallon-per-minute capa- 
city. The extra cost of irrigation was 
covered by the sale price of less than 
10 crates of berries per acre. Fly 
figures that his profits from increased 
yields paid for the equipment many 
times over. 

To help get better resuits from irri- 
gation, Fly applied 800 pounds of 
5-10-10 fertilizer in June, and 800 
pounds of 5-10-10 again in September 
He did not use spring fertilizing ol 
any kind before harvest, since he has 
found that such application often re- 
sults in a high percentage of rot dur 
ing wet seasons. Heavy fertilization 
during the previous growing season is 
most effective in producing high yields 
of high-quality berries, Fly has decided

Take Out the Guesswork 


Have you sometimes started out 
to spray or fertilize a few trees or 
a few garden rows, and wondered how 
much material to use? Chances are, 
you had a bulletin, or instructions on 
the material container, advising you 
to use, say, pounds to 100 gallons 
of water. That wasn't much help, 
was it, when you were going to spray 
or fertilize only a few rows of plants? 

The tables below have been calcu- 


lated to help you know more exactly 
how much spray material or fertilizer 
material to use on that small plot. Re 
member that a pint of fertilizer weighs 
about one pound. Find the figure in the 
table which comes closest to the situa- 
tion you have, and you can multiply or 
divide to find how much material you 
need. The answer will be accurate 
enough for most purposes.

How to start plants 


the electric way 





HERE is nothing like a backyard 

garden for cutting down your gro- 
cery bills. And for having early vege- 
tables, nothing beats a hotbed. With 
a hotbed, it's easy to have sturdy 
plants already on the way long before 
your garden soil is warm enough for 
planting 

All you need to build a hotbed is a 
hammer, saw, and some nails. Cypress 
is the best material to use, but you 
can also use white pine or any other 
rot-resistant wood. Use the dimen- 
sions given in the drawing (Fig. 1). 
The usual size is 3x6 feet, to fit the 
standard size sash, but you can have 
as many multiples of this size as you 
wish. Or you can use a good glass 
substitute and build a frame to fit the 
size of the substitute used. 

When the frame is finished, dig a 
hole for the bed deep enough for 6 
inches of the frame to be below the 
surface. This will leave 4 inches above 
the surface in front, and 9 inches in 
back. Set the frame so the top of it 
will slant toward the south. This will 
give the maximum amount of sunlight. 
After the frame is set, bank the soil 
around it to eliminate drafts and con- 
serve heat. 

You have two choices of heating 
hotbeds electrically. One is to use 
insulated heating elements enclosed in 


lead or copper cables. A 60-foot cable 
will carry an electrical load of about 
400 watts (the amount of current re- 
quired to operate 10 40-watt light 
bulbs). See Fig. 2 for suggested ar- 
rangement of the cable in the bed. 

Distribute the lead-covered cable 
over the bed so that it is approxi- 
mately 3 inches from the sides and 
has about 7 inches between the turns 
(Fig. 2). Cover the cable with 1 inch 
of sand, then place a wire mesh di- 
vider on the sand to protect the cable 
from mechanical damage. Cover the 
wire mesh divider with 4 to 6 inches 
of good rich soil. Be sure the soil sur- 
face is level. 

The 60-foot cable is enough for a 
2-sash hotbed, which is 6 feet square 
Cost of operating a 2-sash hotbed, 
based on a rate of two cents per kilo- 
watt hour will vary from two to six 
cents per day. You can use a two-way 
thermostat for even heat and growth 
control. Ventilation won't be a prob- 
lem, except on bright days when the 
sun may raise the temperature above 
the maximum for best plant growth 

Soil heating cables assure you a 
higher percentage of germination. The 
ideal temperature for germinating va- 
rious kinds of garden and flower seeds 
will vary between 68 and 86 degrees 


A cheaper source of heat 

If you want a cheaper source of 
electric heat, you can use low-power 
light bulbs (Fig. 3). Use 8 25-watt 
bulbs, screwed into sockets along a 
1x3 board suspended 19% inches 
above the soil, for the standard 3x6 
bed. When covered with a tight-fit 
ting sash, you can hold the tempera 
ture at 50 degrees F. by placing a 
thermostat just below the soil sur 
face. The lights turn on automatically 
when the temperature drops below 50 
degrees F. 

The cost of heating a hotbed with 
bulbs is 30 percent less than the cost 
of heating the same size bed with an 
electric cable. In other beds, it usu 
ally takes vegetables about 10 days to 
germinate, but in a bulb heated bed, 
you can expect seeds to germinate in 
5 days. —James Senter Brazelton.

More About the New Vaccine 


combination vaccine, de- 

veloped at the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Auburn, Alabama, and 
announced recently (January FARM AND 
RANCH), immunizes chickens against 
both cecal and intestinal coccidiosis 

Its effectiveness against three impor- 
tant intestinal types that take a high 
toll in retarded growth, weight loss and 
reduced egg production make the new 
single-dose, multiple vaccine an im- 
provement over one released by this 
same station 2 years ago 

Based on results from critical field 
tests in Alabama, Georgia and Missis- 
sippi, this vaccine provides commercial 
egg flock owners and broiler growers 
with the kind of protection they have 
lone desired. It is administered in the 
feed of 3-day-old chicks, and 13 days 
later is followed with a mild treatment of 
sulfaquinoxaline in the drinking water 
Within 28 days chicks develop enough 
immunity to protect them against natu- 
ra' exposure 

Since treatment is given when chicks 
are young, only a small amount is 
needed. Cost runs a little cent 
per bird as compared to 2 to 5 times 
as much for intermittant medication— 
particularly when outbreaks occur after

4 weeks of age. 

Other advantages found in tests are 
(1) Death losses from vaccination aver- 
aged less than 42 percent, with losses 
occurring when value of the chick is 
low: (2) Chickens immunized at an 
early age grow faster; (3) Fewer chicks 
die than in flocks where they develop 
immunity after four or more weeks; 
and (4) The vaccine can be used safely 
on chicks immunized | to 5 days old 
against Newcastle or bronchitis. 

The multiple vaccine is the second 
impogtant product to come from re- 
search begun at Auburn in 1947 by 
Dr. S. A. Edgar, poultry pathologist, 
and carried on by him and associates 
in the Department of Poultry Hus- 
bandry.

Over-filled hop 
pers make it easy for birds to bill out 
feed, completely losing it into the 
litter Properly desiened feeders and 
protective devices can also help in 
avoiding feed wastag And don't 
overlook rats and mice-——they cat and 
waste a lot of feed. A pound of rat 
poison properly piaced may save many 
bags of feed during the coming year 


Keep production rate of layers above 
50 percent at all times. This is not 
easy, yet it’s being done on many of 
the better poultry farms. Here's how 
it’s done 

1. Start with birds known to have 
been bred for high egg production and 
good livability. A strain that averages 
a weight of 4 pounds on the mature 
hen will mean birds big enough to lay 
normal 24-ounce-per-dozen eggs yet 
not so large that it will take an ex 
cessive amount of feed to maintain 
their body weight 

2. When hens quit laying for 10 
days or longer, cull and sell them. If 
birds are in cages, it’s easier to spot 
the non-layers. But it can be don

Build a “Straddie” Wagon 


for green corn harvesting 


| ie YOU plant a few acres of sweet 
corn or other roasting ear corn and 
want to pick over the patch two or 
three times, then build an elevated, 
rubber-tired “straddle” wagon, advises 
Carl Kophammer, who farms 65 irri- 
gated acres of Golden Cross near 
Saugus, California. 

Kophammer rigged his straddle 
wagon from $20 worth of materials 
an old truck axle, some angle iron, 
a few feet of discarded 2-inch-diameter 
pipe and a couple of patched 700:15 
tires. Welding, contracted out, ran 
to $50 and upped the rig’s total cost 
to $70. 

The straddle wagon stands 5 feet

Handing on our faith 


Hiow can we hand on our faith to 
our children? This is a difficult chal 
lenge and even the best efforts some 
times fail. 

Here are three suggestions which 
may help us to hand on to our chil 
dren a vital Christian faith: First, we 
must be sure that we have a vital 
Christian faith to hand on. This is 
so obvious that it is often overlooked 
I hear parents complaining that they 
have not been able to give their chil 
dren a real religion, but their own 
friends know very well that they have 
no real religion to give. We must first 
be sure that we have a religion that 
really works in our own lives. 

The second thing to remember is 
that there is no substitute for child 
hood religious training. If you would 
hand on your faith to your child you 
must see that the child is surrounded 
by the atmosphere of that faith from 
the very beginning. Religion is caught 
even more than it is taught. 

The third suggestion is that exampl: 
is always stronger than talk. “Don’t 
send your children—take them,” is a 
slogan that all parents should ponder 
The parents who feel that they have 
done their Christian duty by sending 
their children to Sunday School while 
they stay home and read the newspaper 
or wash the car are in for a rude shock 
later. The young people, concluding 
that religion must be good only for 
children, will drop it when they are 
Thomas Carlyle once received 
a letter from a man asking him 
whether he should teach his children 
to say their prayers. Carlyle replied, 
“Yes, but only if you pray yourself 
Never teach your children anything 
in which you do not yourself believe.” 

The conciusion of the whole matter 
is this: If we would have Christian 
children, we must live and act as 
Christians ourselves. No other pre- 
scription has a chance,

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Tips on planting 
a flowering hedge 


THe ordinary privet hedge, serving 
as a fence on any boundary line, can 
become a headache overnight because 
it demands attention for cutting and 
trimming. You can eliminate this un- 
pleasant feature and at the same time 
provide both blossoms and background 
for your lawn, with a flowering hedge. 
The plants are chosen for their irregu- 
larity of shape, height and profusion 
of blossom. If planted with care, they 
will provide foliage and blossoms as 
well all through the summer. But you 
want to be careful in making your 
selection of what to plant. The shrubs 
listed here will provide privacy, beauty 
and grace on either side of the hedge 
through the summer. 

Among the most satisfactory shrubs 
to use for a flowering hedge are: The 
old-fashioned purple lilac, red English 
hawthorn, and winter-blooming honey- 
suckle. This shrub deserves special 
consideration because it begins bloom- 
ing of its own accord early in Janu- 
ary. 

Another good thing about winter- 
blooming honeysuckle is that you can 
force it into blossoming as early as 
Christmas by cutting the sprays you 
want and putting them in water in a 
dark place until they blossom out. 

The pussy willow comes in early 
spring and its swaying, billowy boughs 
are beautiful throughout the summer. 

Syringia (mock orange variety) 
and forsythia, trailing specie, provide 
early spring flowers and lovely 
branches. 

Spirea (Vanhoutti) is a fast growing 
shrub with graceful branches and pro- 
fusions of snowy blossoms for spring. 

For summer bloomers—plant the 
altheas in various colors — crape 
myrtles - Syringia (Philadelphus Vir- 
ginia.) 

A clump of sumac—both in leaf 
and plume—comes in handy for au- 
tumn decorations. The leaves blend 
beautifully with many species of gar- 
den flowers 

With a flowering hedge for a back- 
ground, the beauty of perennials and 
annuals doubles in value—the green- 
ness of the hedge forms a wonderful 
background for bedded plants, so give 
the taller species, such as hollyhocks, 
iris, dahlias and Japanese sunflowers 
first space nearest the hedge. Even a 
narrow bed, carefully tended, with 
morning or afternoon sun, can provide 
sufficient flowers for an ordinary house- 
hold. —Alice Whitson Norton.

LABor problems of commercial egg 
production have been climinated on 
J. C. Mobley’s poultry farm in Cull- 
man County, Alabama. Feeding 3,500 
laying hens and gathering eggs takes 
only a few minutes of the poultry- 
man’s time each day. 

When Mobley went into the egg 
business a couple of years ago, he 
spent most of his time filling feeders, 
cleaning and refilling waterers, and 
gathering eggs from scattered nests. 
This system wasn't very satisfactory 
so he started looking for ways to 
lighten his load. And here's how the 
enthusiastic egg producer reduced his 
poultry chores to a minimum. 


How he did it 
In each laying house a feed alley 
6 feet wide, was already located 


across the middle of the building. It 
was a simple task for the poultryman 


J. C. Mobley demonstrates the 
ease with which he fille feed- 
ers in one of his 1,000-ca- 
pacity hen houses. 
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house 


This farmer tells you how 


to build nests along each side of the 
alley. A hinged | x 4 board on the 
back of the nests makes collecting 
eggs a simple job. Mobley can gather 
his eggs right from the feed alley, so 
he never has to enter the area where 
the birds stay 

In addition, the poultryman built his 
feeders along each side of the alley 
just under the nests. With drums of 
feed setting at intervals in the alley 
he has only to dip a pail of laying 
mash, pour it through a slot in the wall, 
and his feeders are filled 

Water for the hens is piped from a 
nearby farm pond which Mobley con 
structed himself. An electric 
operating in the pond keeps automatic 
waterers supplied constantly. The poul 
tryman says the only time he ever has 
to enter the area where the birds stay

is to clean the waterers or replace the

Peaceful coexistence is nothing more than another Russian 
zigzag, a Trojan-horse proposal to stall for atomic stalemate; 
a continuation of Lenin's policy of “take two steps forward, 
one backward.” The next two forward Russian steps will 
be taken any time the gangsters of the Kremlin think they 
can get by with it. 

President Eisenhower, appalled by the awesome facts 
about the new hydrogen bomb’s destructiveness, says “there 
is no alternative to peace.” But there is. It might be slavery. 
The bomb is less awesome than that. 

Time on our side? If we're atomic-stalemated with Russia, 
Communist China will consolidate its gains and become 
dominant throughout Asia. If we don't dare risk making the 
Communists mad now, what would we do then? Lose Asia? 

Eleven American flyers are being held captive by the 
Chinese Communist rats. Their ransom price is said to be 
our recognition of Red China, with a seat in the United 
Nations. 

Every time the Russians shoot down our planes or other- 
wise violate our sovereign rights, we threaten to retaliate 
“next time.” But it’s always “next time.” It's the same old 
song: They act; we react—maybe, 


Time Is Not On Our Side 


The Communist desire for coexistence means that the 
Communists want time, not to become civilized, but to 
launch another attack—another nibble (if not a big bite) — 
against the free world. Time is what the Russians have 
always needed most. We've handed it to them on a silver 
platter. 

Some wishful thinkers propose a go-soft policy with Rus- 
sia because an internal revolution may be shaping up in 
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Russia. If it should come, which seems very, very unlikely, 

the odds would be 100 to | that Malenkov will liquidate it 

just as quickly and ruthlessly as did Stalin in the 1937-38 
rge. 

With the Russian colossus astride over half of the world’s 
people there can be no peace in our time. The lullaby the 
Russians are now singing is part of a slumber-hour program 
designed to lull the free world to sleep 

Time on our side? Time has been against us ever since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt took it upon himself to “recognize” 
Russia in 1933 .. . ever since we pulled the lesser enemy, 
Germany, off Russia’s back, instead of allowing them to 
destroy each other . . . ever since we allowed Russia to come 
into the Japanese war after we had it won. . . ever since 
Yalta, Teheran, Potsdam... . 

I have never believed in that old cliche that we won the 
war and lost the peace. We didn’t even win the war. How 
could we win the war when we fought on the same side 
with our main enemy? 

China was lost primarily because General George Marshall 
was convinced that the Chinese Communists were only 
“agrarian reformers.” Those same agrarian reformers are 
now holding U. S. boys prisoners and if they're determined 
to capture Formosa, Congress has voted that we should 
fight. That could be the beginning of the hydrogen war 

In his “twenty years of treason” speech, Joe McCarthy un- 
fairly intimated that patriotic General Marshall was a traitor. 
It was not treason. It was blindness. We'd have been better 
off if we had sent a seeing-eye dog to China instead of 
General Marshall. The Truman-Acheson-Marshall crowd 
underestimated the Communist danger, within and without.

Ever since the Revolutionists took over Russia in 1916,
